Israel is therefore believed to 
have been somewhat disappolnted 
with yesterday's talks. But it does 
not rue out the possibility that the 
americans may disclose some mo- 
Gification in the Egyptian position 
during this morning's session. 

Since the Sadat-Ford meetings at 
Salzburg, the U.S. has been extreme- 
ly cautious in informing Israel about 
what exactly transpired. Some Is- 
raeli officials believed Washington 
was deliberately leaving out details, 
perhaps so that Ford could transmit 
them personally to Rabin. 

But White House spokesman Ron 
Nessen said in his prepared state. 
ment following the meeting that 
Ford and Rabin had merely discus- 
sed “various approaches” on regain- 
ing the diplomatic momentum. 

U.S, and Israeli sources here were 
unusually tight-lipped in providing 
other details of the Ford-Rabin 
meeting, or of Rabin's earlier meet- 
ing with Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger. They insisted that the 
talks had just and assured 
newsmen that more information’ 
would be released following today’s 
meetings. 

In a prepared statement issued 


after the meeting, the White House ¥*S 


said the President had “re-stated 
American determination not to 
have a stalemate in this ᾿ peace- 
making process." 

Although the statement went on 
to say: the meeting had been “con- 
ducted in a spirit or frankness and 

cordiality which has long character- 
ized the friendship between the 
U.S. and Israel," observers here 
saw the President's reference to

In February, 1973, President Sadat sent 
his top adviser, Hafez Ismail, to 
Washington to meet President Nixon. 
But the real purpose of the visit was to 
conduct secret talks with Henry Kis- 
singer. However, the talks were not 
productive, and Sadat set his sights on 
the “battle.” :

But by the beginning of 1972 there was a growing conviction 
in Cairo that in the Nixon regime the State Department was only 
used for routine diplomatic business, and that the really big 
issues of foreign policy were dealt with by Henry Kissinger in the 
White House, It was he who had engineered the Vietnam settle- 
ment, negotiated the détence with the USSR and knocked on 
the door of China. If Egypt’s own problems were ever going to 
get proper attention in Washington they would have to be hot 
enough for Kissinger to handle. 

All through 1972 two channels of communication between 
Egypt and the United States were being employed. There was 
the normal Foreign Office to Foreign Office channel, and there 
was the undercover link through our own intelligence and the 
CIA (always particularly active in the Middle East). In addition 
all sorts of attempts were made to create new contacts, in at least 
one of which I found myself involved. In 1972 the chairman of 
the Pepsi-Cola company, Donald Kendall, came to Cairo. He 
was a personal friend of Nixon, who had acted as lawyer for the 
company, and got in touch with me through one of the most 
distinguished Egyptian lawyers, Dr Zaki Hashim, who later 


Hafez Ismail then launched into his analysis of the situation -- 
the extreme danger of the present state of affairs; Egypt's ~ 
historic role in the area; her determination to keep out of spheres 
of influence, as exemplified by the withdrawal of Russian 
experts. He said that the only reason for differences between the 
United States and Egypt was the total military and political 
backing which the United States gave to Israel, and he warned 
the President that one day Israel would challenge America’s 
position in the Middle East just as it had challenged Britain's. 
He said that the main reason for the crisis in the Middle East 
was the clash between two societies. the Jewish and the Pales- 
tinian, and that it was essential Israel should try to settle directly 
with the Palestinians. If Israel wanted peace. it would have to 
behave as a Middle Eastern State and not continuc to rely on 
support from the outside world. }t would have to put an end to 
immigration, cut its links with world Zionism and abandon the 
claims of its citizens to dual nationality.

‘The three secret meetings which Hafez Ismail then had with 
Kissinger in Donald Kendall's house on 24-25 February were 
not very productive, though they throw some light on the way in 
which Kissinger operates. He laid down three principles that 
should guide their dealings - mutual confidence. ‘no cheating’. 
and complete secrecy. He said that America could not “impose 
anything on Israel though there were ways of bringing pressure 
on Israel which Israel could not ignore‘and which his Govern- 
ment was prepared to use if a ‘moral basis’ for their use existed 
and could be shown to exist to American public opinion. He 
said that America had no objection to Egypt's friendship with 

“the Soviet Union. but that if Egypt thought it could throw a 
spanner into the relationship between America and the Soviet 
Union it would find itself mistaken. The United States was ready 
for a general discussion on Middle East questions with the 
Soviet Union, but when it came down to details it preferred to 
deal only with the parties directly concerned. Then he went on to 
his favourite sovereignty — security equation. He argued that any 
withdrawal by Israel would mean the abandonment of a 
concrete and material basis for security. Israel would have to be 
convinced that material security was not everything. The 
Egyptians would have to make up their minds what they were - 
prepared to offer in exchange for some Israeli withdrawal.

Theatrical touch 


Such a meeting did finally take place on Friday 24 February 
1973. The preliminaries had a touch of theatricality about them. 
At first it was suggested that i1 should take place (secretly of 
course) at an American base near Barcelona, but there was no 
enthusiasm for the idea of un American base as their venue. 
Then, when Washington had been agreed as the place and Hafez 
Ismail. National Security Adviser to President Sadat (and so 
Kissinger’s opposite number) had been chosen as Egypt's 
special representative, it wis decided to obscure the real purpose 
of his visit, which was a meeting with Nixon and Kissinger. by 
sending him to Washington via Bonn and London, where he 
had talks with Brandt and Heath. Before the secret meeting, 
Hafez Ismail made his public visit to the White House on 23 
February. where he did for ἃ few minutes meet Kissinger. who 
explained that he himself would only appear very briefly at the 
meeting with the President because the impression must not be 
given that he was taking over the Middle East problem from the 
State Department. He did not want any mention, in the papers 
or anywhere else. of this private meeting between them in the 
White House: they would, however, meet again next day, 
ecretly, in Donald Kendall's house in Connecticut. 

Hafez ismail was received by Nixon in the Oval Office. With 
Hafez Ismail was Dr Mohammed Hafiz Ghanem, Counsellor to 
the Presidency.

The consortium beat their 
bigger rivals — British Petroleum, 
Shell: and Esso — by relying on 
tankers instead of pipelines to bring 
the oll ashore, and by using a sim- 
pler rig. 

Although they ‘were first, the Ar- 
gyll Field production was almost a 
year behind schedule because of 
operating difficulties in the storm- 
tossed North ‘Sea, ‘difti- 
culties have forced the government 
to steadily lower production estim- 
ates.

“soon become honest citizens.” 


In the most comprehensive call for 
indoctrination since the Communist 
take-over on April 30, seven catego- 
Ties of people were told by radio to 
report to a different school in Saigon 
from Friday to Sunday. All were 
ordered to bring pens and pencils, 
clothes, towels, and enough food and 
money to lest one month, 


Although no names were men- 
tioned, & was assumed that the last 
leader of the former South Viet- 
namese government, General Duong 
Van “Big” Minh would attend, since 
one of the categories listed included 
the former President, deputy and 
full Ministers and all members of 
the old parliament,

report themselves will be regarded 
88 persons who stand the

Meanwhile, former South Vietna- 
Tmese Premier Nguyen Cao Ky said 
in Washington that Saigen's former 
President, Nguyen Van Thieu, tried 
to have him murdered, apparently 
after learning of a plot by Ky and 
some associates to oust Thieu in a 
military coup last April. 


Ky said the assassination scheme 
failed when security guards shot 
three would-be killers who managed 
to penetrate the Vietnamese Air 
Force compound in Saigon where 
he lived. 


Describing the events in an inter- 
view at his rented home in a north- 
ern Virginia suburb, Ky said the 
plotters had hoped the overthrow 
of Thieu would help save South 
Vietnam from falling to the Com- 
munrists. He said they were talked 
out of the plan by U.S. Ambassador 
Graham Martin, who assured him 
that Thieu’s departure would be “ar- 
ranged.”

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
Ford Administration yesterday de- 
fended its sale of $7,500m. worth 
of guns, tanks and planes to 
Saudi Arabia, Iran and other Gulf 
states a3 a contribution to peace 
and stability in the region. 

Joseph Sisco, Undersecretary of 
State for Political Affairs, said ex- 
tensive U.S. arms sales to Iran — 
which has been purchasing the 
latest American weaponz, including 
fighter bombers — had helped to 
persuade Iraq, armed by the Soviet 
Union, to resolve its border dispute 
with Iran peacefully. Sisco told a 
House subcommittee on investiga- 
tions that U.S. arms sales were 
also leading to Saudi-Iranian co- 
operation to ensure stability in the 
gulf area. 

Representative Lee Hamilton, the 
Indiana Democrat who heads the 
subcommittee, said U.S. weapons 
sales to the Gulf states had in- 
creased from §28m. i 1970 to 
$4,400m. in 1974.

Chief Registration Officer while pro- 
viding, at the same time, in section

shall not serve even as prima facie 
evidence of the personal status re- 
gistered. It was, therefore, reason- 
able to ask whether a divorce certi- 
ficate could have greater probative 
value than the registration based 
on it, and whether, in such circum- 
stances, the lack of any restrictive 
clause in the certificate was of any 
significance, Furthermore, continued 
Justice Sussman, it is an elementary 
and fundamental principle that a 
public authority may not transgress 
the limitations of the powers vested 
in it by law, however laudable its 
motives and ends for so doing might 
be. So that even if warning rabbis 
that certain marriages are prohi- 
bited might be considered to be a 
laudable end, the registering author- 
ity, whether it be a religious or 
@ secular one, is not entitled to do

Ag to the respondent's argument

SS., she is not required to inform 
everyone who has to see her divorce 
certificate for some reason or other 
of this fact. And if this certificate 
dees indicate that there ia something 
out of the ordinary about her, it 
contains an affront to her, and all 
the more so to &.S., who was not 
even δὲ party to the divorce proceed- 
ings. 

Tn addition, concluded Justice Susa- 
man, not only does the restrictive 
Clause in the divorce certificate pub- 
licize the petitioner’s adultery, but 
it contains a general prohibition 
against her 5.5. whereas 
it ia only in Israel that this prohibi- 
tion applies, and the petitioner might 
seek to marry elsewhere and require 
her divorce certificate for this pur- 
pose. 

For all the above reasons, held 
Justice Sussman, the order nisi 
shonld be made absolute and the 
respondent ordered to erase the of- 
fending restriction from the peti- 
tioner’s divorce certificate.

However, since the Six Day ‘War and the immense increase 
in Israel's coast limes on the Mediterranean, Gulf of Suez and 
Gulf of Hilat, the navy has become an increasingly important 
and prominent part of our defence forces. With these greater 
responsibilities has come increase in size, modernization of 
equipment, and the development of new doctrines. 

These changes gained full expression in the Yom Kippur War 
when the men of the navy showed their mettle. The Arab naval 
forces poised against us were unable toe exploit the element 
of surprise ag the navy fully applied its basic doctrine of meet- 
‘ing the foe in his own waters. As a result the enemy was 
largely bottied up in bis own ports and Israeli shipping in the 
Mediterranean proceeded unhampered throughout ‘the war. 

Since that time the navy, supported by Israel's own shipbuild- 
ing, armaments and electronics industries producing missiles and 
missile boats, has expanded to meet new problems. Its coastal 
patrols are designed to interdict any attempts by terrorists, 
operating largely from Lebanese bases, to reach Israel,’ a 
problem complicated by the very active fishing operations in 
and near Israel's waters. But its main task remains preparing 
for the possibility of major hostilities, ἊΣ 

The opening of the Suez Canal has presented the navy with 
ἃ new challenge, for it enables Egypt to transfer its ships 
easily and rapidly between the Mediterranean and the Gulf 
of Suez, This also exposes the Sinai coastline at the gulf and 
Sherm e-Sheikh to dangers that did not previously exist. 

Even before the official opening of the Canal the Egyptians 
replaced the ships that had been confined to the Gulf with 
larger and more advanced naval vessels. 

The Arabs have, as well, engaged upon a massive naval 
procurement programme, which is especially true of Libya and 
Saudi Arabia. While this may represent a more long-range 
challenge, it nevertheless already requires attention. 

With its sophisticated weapons systems and equally sophis- 
ticated training programmes the navy clearly feels up to its 
tasks. But it knows as well that it cannot rest on its laurels, 
that in preparing for the future it must look to the challenges 
that lie ahead, and not simply the achievements of the past. 
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Syria-Jordan alliance 


DAVAR (Histadrut) discusses the 
motives behind Assad's visit to Jor- 
dan and the implications for Israel. 
“Syria fears that a possible Israeli 
withdrawal from Sinai may not be 
followed up by a similar withdrawal 
on the Golan; that once an interim 
agreement is reached with Cairo, the 
Egyptian army might not par- 
ticipate in any future battle; and 
thirdly, that in case of a war, the IDF 
could approach Syria through Jor- 
dan. Syria's fears are heightened by 
uncertainty over Iraqi aid, following 
the dispute over the Euphrates. 

As to Jordan, one of the reasons

attitude to the PLO. It now appears 
that Assad is prepared to make some 
political gesture to Hussein over his 
status in the accupied territories. 
Whatever the outcome may be, 
Tsrael will have to carefully observe 
the measure of a military coordina- 
tion between Jordan and Syria. 


HATZOFE (National Religious) 
says the coordination with Jordan 
would give the Syrians certain ad- 
vantages over previous plans to 
form a military alliance with the 
PLO. For while world public opinion 
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is not in tune with the extremist 
policies of the terrorist 
organizations, it does support 
Hussein's demands for Israeli 
withdrawal]. As to Jordan: “‘Hussein 
now believes that through such a 
Joint effort, Jordan could be involved 
in whatever settlements are to be 
reached in the Middle East once Dr. 
Kissinger resumes his talks. The 
real purpose of the talks is to revive 
the eastern front." 

HA’ARETZ (independent) writing

GUERNICA (Ofns). — 
IN THE PECKING ORDER of 
revolutions, guerrilla wars and 
campaigns of terrorism or 
Hberation, the struggle of 
Basque activists to throw off the 
Spanish yoke rates comparative- 
ly little attention. It is almost a 
“forgotten war,” fought out in a 
remote corner of Europe with lit- 
tle significance for the political 
power blocs of the outside world, 
in pursuit of alms which examin- 
ed rationally make little sense. 

Yet there is an underlying 
emotion in what has lately 
become a bloody and murderous 
battle that lifts the aspirations of 
the Basques out of the morass: 
that is the pull of history. And to 
go to the epicentre of that force, 
this town of 15,000 people a few 
miles inland from the Atlantic 
coast, is to understand what the 
fight is all about. 

The story of Guernica needs 
little telling. Ancient seat of the 
Basque peoples (their territory 
straddles the eastern Pyrenees 
on both the French and Spanish 
sides) whose leaders used to 
meet beneath a withered oak 
tree in the town centre, it briefly 
achieved capital status in the 
mid-1930s when the Republican 
Spanish Government granted 
the Basques some autonomy. 

But then followed the Civil 
War and Guernica became an in- 
delible part of the history books

CULTURE is defined in the dic- 
tionary as “refined taste or 
judgement, high intellectual and 
aesthetic development’' and 
“state of intellectual, artistic 
and social development of a 
group.”” When, therefore. we 
hear it said that a certain culture 
is passing through ‘‘a crisis" we 
cannot but feel at a loss. We 
want to know whether the trou- 
ble lies with the state of culture 
itself or with its organs, with its 
consumers or its producers. 

This is especially the case in 
those countries where culture 
and its products and organs 
follow the free market rules of 
supply and demand. In those 
countries where culture is state- 
run the confusion is considerably 
less pronounced. In Egypt, for 
instance, the current talk about 
“a crisis of culture’' can be ex- 
plained simply by the fact that 
one group of intellectuals feels 
unhappy about the way the 
powers-that-be are running the 
cultural show. In this particular 
case the liberal-radicais — all 
those who are variously grouped 
under the loose term, the Left — 
are extremely resentful about 
the Ministry of Culture under 
Yusuf 6] Siba‘i. He is said to give 
preference to a certain trend of 
culture to the exclusion of all the 
others. 

Siba'i, himself a prolific 
novelist and writer in the lighter 
vein, is very much a Sadat man. 


when Hitler's planes, in support 
of Franco, razed it to the ground, 
the first ever mass bombing of a 
civilian population. The emotion 
this event kindled was perhaps 
best caught by the famous 
Picasso i 


painting. 

4A new Guernica has risen 
from the craters and rubble of 
that far-off barbarity: only a 
smali cluster of buildings around 
the church and the central colon- 
naded square remain of the old 
town. Inevitably it has become 
the focal point of Basque 
resistance to the Franco regime, 
a thorn in the side of the central 
Government that can never be 
removed. Bilbao, the huge and

‘concern to help the World Health 
Organization in its important 
humanitarian works. 

“fam more than a littic dis- 
mayed, however. by the fact that 
while host countries of refugees 
have for 100 years been responsible 
for refugees within thelr borders, 
your Committee docs not put more 
responsibility on the Arab host coun- 
tries in this case. The responsibility 
here is chiefly Arab. The press 
release I cited could leave the im- 
pression that Israel. or the world, 
has the sole responsibility for these 
very unfortunate refugees — unfor- 
tunate because of their treatment, or 
lack of it, by the host Arab countries 
involved. 

“The charge in the above resalu- 
Uon concerning the health and living 
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conditions of Arabs in the ‘occupied 
territorics' (more accurately called 
administered areas} is, as you must 
surcly know, a complete fabrication 
and propaganda item. Your Com- 
mittee could casily check this out 
without being dependent on 63 votes 
by highly prejudiced nations, many 
of which have ho first-hand connec- 
tion with these people.

The high cost of visiting Israel : POLLUTION

Sir, ~ We, on this side of the 
world, get reports that the number of 
tourists visiting Israel are not as 
great as before. We know that infla- 
tion is leaving its mark all over the 
world and although many people 
would like to visit Israel, they find 
the cost beyond their means. 

My wife and I visited Israel in 1973 
and our trip cost was approximately 
$700 each, which included return air 
fare (E] Al), transfers, touring, 
hotels (excellent accommodations) 
plus two meals daily for two weeks. 

This past year we were again look- 
ing into the possibility of a visit to 
fsrael, but on making preliminary 
checks, found that the same type of 
tour was now about 40 per cent more 
expensive, which is exorbitant. Also, 
this gave a shorter itinerary and 
only one meal (breakfast) daily. 
Therefore, instead of Israel, we 
found ourselves back in Florida, 
spending a shorter holiday (less ex- 
Pensive) with a guilt complex. 

We fecl that some kind of rebate 
must be given in order to promote a 
steady constant flow of tourists. The 
important thing is to get people over 


from Vienna.
